The Man's Story, Not Materially 
Shaken and Nothing of a Posi- 
tive Character Adduced to Show 
‘His Guilt—Evidence of Previous 
Good Character. | ty 


It was nearly 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning when the examination of 
Charles Scott, charged with killing 
Annie le Brun, was resumed before 
Justice Lockwood. This mysterious 
i murder will without doubt rank with 
the most perplexing crimes that have 
occurred in the county, The class of 
people who seem most actively inter- 
ested in the case, and who crowd the 
courtroom, are questionable characters 
from Alameda street and other parts 
of the city. Nevertheless, the case con- 
tains elements of much general inter- 
est. Enough has developed in the ex- 
amination thus far to show that the 
prosecution will be obliged to depend 
absolutely on circumstantial evidence 
to convict Scott. The depraved ereat- 
ure who was murdered, and her par- 
amour, were the only ones in the death 
chamber, unless, as Scott claims, some 
one entered the room and committed 
the crime. The testimony yesterday 
was of the same general character as 
that of the day before. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness in the morning 
was Dr. James A. Choate, the physi- 
cian who was first called in. His testi- 
mony was as follows: 

J arrived at the house on Alameda 
street about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and found the deceased lying at 
the back of the bed with a gunshot 
wound just above the left ear. The 
ball passed through the temple, imbed- 
ding itself in the skull at the right side 
of the head. Scott had a gunshot 
wound in the right — passing 
across and ranging downward. I ha 
a conversation with Scott before the 
District Attorney and 
considered him perfectly rational, = 
a little dull. He answered all 
tions hesitatingly. He said thata — 
3 or 4 o’clock in the morning he heard 
a shot, and looking around was shot 
himself. He knew nothing more until 
about 5 o’clock, when he felt thirsty. 
A person lying as I found Scott cou d 
not have lost the blood found on the 
floor without leaning over the bed. He 
told me that when he went to bed he 
placed the pistol on a chair which was 
standing near the foot of the bed, 
about three feet from it. I saw notb- 
ing in the room of much.value. It was 
about eight hours after the wound was 
inflicted that I treated Scott. 

„He also told me the woman had 
threatened to commit suicid 
blood on the floor could not have come 
from Scott’s wound provid he had 
not moved {rom the position 1 found 
him in. It might have come from 
m. vomiting. 

W. C. Hinkle, sworn; I live in Los 
Angeles, and was a police officer at the 
time of the murder. I know Scott, and 
knew Annie le Brun by seeing her at

witnesses had given. He asked Scott 
how the shooting took place, and the 
reply was: “I was lying on my left 
side, partly on my stomach, when 1 
heard a shot and saw a flash. I roused 
up, and tried to turn over, and got it 
myself.“ The witness then continued: 
„There were two large pools of blood 
on the floor, and blood ou the outside 
rail of the bed. I asked Scott how the 
blood came on the floor, and he said he 
threw it up when he got up to shut the 
door. The pistol was found in the bed 
between the two. It was under the 
bedclothes. Annie le Brun had ona 
‘Mother Hubbard’ calico dress. Offi- 
cer Jennings remarked, I wonder 
where the pistol is that this was done 
with,’ and Scott spoke up, saying, ‘It 
is right down here by me.’ He said he 
got up twice and shut the door. The 
second time was , when the Chinaman 
opened the door.“ 

Alex Statterman, sworn: I live on 
Alameda street, and am a waiter. 1 
have seen Scott. I knew him and her 
by sight. I lived next door to where 
she was killed. I heard a conversation 
between them the night of the murder 
about 6 o’clock. They were quarreling 
as near as 1 heard. It was in the back 
room. I went ovt the back way fora 
bottle of whisky. By the time I got 
back and passed in I saw they tad 
made it up, and he was sitting on her 
lap kissing hei. She wanted him to go 
that night. He said no, that he would 

o in the morning. That was all 1 
eard about it. 

District Attorney Hardesty asked if 
she didn’t say leave“ instead of **go;”’ 
and said with much impressment, when 
the witness would ‘not say itively, 
that he did not wish to ask him any 
more questions. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said that he and Hunt were in the room 
adjoining Scott’s during the evening 
smoking opium.

THE DEFENSE. 

The State rested its case and the tes- 
timony for the defense began. It con- 
sisted almost entirely of an attempt to 
prove a peaceable and orderly charac- 
ter for Scott, although some evidence 
was brought out tending to show a bit- 
ter feeling toward Scott on the part of 

the woman. Attorney Payton moved 
to dismiss the charge on the ground of 
insufficient evidence, and that no mo- 
tive for the crime had been shown.

He 
said he saw the flash, tried to roll over, 
and some one shot him. I asked where 
he usually kept the gun, and he said 
under the pillow, but it was under the 
chair that night. We asked him how 
it happened to be in the bed between 
the woman and himself, and he said he 
supposed the person who did the shoot- 
ing put it there. 

Cross-examined: It was about 12
